President Reviews Fleet 

President Roosevelt, speaking in connec 
tion with his review of the United States 
Fleet in San Francisco Harbor, July 14, 
declared that the Fleet was no sym- 
hol, but is “a potent, ever-ready fact in 
the national defense of the United States.” 

The President made a brief address at 
the Golden Gate International Exposi 
tion grounds prior to boarding the Hous 
ton to survey the assembled might of the 
Navy, drawn up in three lines in the mid- 
die of San Francisco harbor for the in 
spection of the Commander-in-Chief, 
Viewing the mounting cost of armies and 
navies throughout the World, the Chief 
Executive said that the United States 
stood ready to cooperate in reducing 
armaments. 

In the review, the usual American prac 
tice of having the Fleet sail by the re- 
viewing ship was departed from in fa 
vor of the method used by the British 
Navy when the King reviews his Fleet. 
Naval officials said that in jpaust Presi 
dential reviews, at least during this cen 
tury, the ships of the Fleet filed by the 
Presidential craft firing their salutes as 


they passed. Thursday, however, the 
Lritish method of sailing around the 
anchored fleet was used. 

For nearly an hour, President Roose 
velt stood at a vantage point on the 


cruiser Houston as the vessel circled the 
three lines of 66 ships. Thirty-two of the 
assembled battleships, cruisers and other 
types fired a salute of 21 guns as the 
Ifouston passed. As the President boarded 
the cruiser, however, only the Houston's 
saluting gun roared out the 21 guns, the 
salute by the other vessels being waived 
at his request.

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WDGS Attrition Report 
Delayed; Restudy Plans 


The plan for “revitalizing” the Army 
Promotion list by an age-in-grade retire 
ment law, virtually decided upon by the 
G-1 division of the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff two weeks ago, will not be sub 
mitted to the Chief of Staff in the near 
future as planned, it was learned this 
veek, 

Finding considerable opposition from 
sources in the Army, both high and low, 
to the age-in-grade plan, the problem will 
be restudied, all other possible plans for 
relieving stagnation in the field grades 
reconsidered, and submission of a report 
delayed for some time, it is said, It is 
thought quite likely that nothing will be 
decided upon by the War Department for 
months yet and perhaps net within the 
next year or two, 

Departmental officials emphasize, how 
ever, that the problem remains and that 
some solution of it will have to be made 
before 1943 or 1044, when the World War 
“hump” fills the field grades, By that time 
there will be several thousand officers 
stagnating in the grades above first lieu 
tenants, many of them over-age for their 
grade and having Uttle or no chance of 
appointment to brigadier general, Off 
cials are frank to say that they do not 
know the solution of the problem, which 
they define as follows: llow can the 
Army increase attrition so as to relieve 
stagnation and be fair to the Service and 
to the individual officers? 

The plan advanced by Brig. Gen. 
Lorenzo D. Gasser, Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-1, for retiring officers above cer 
tain undecided maximum ages for their 
vrades, has the advantage of not intro 
ducing the problems of a selection system 
upon the Army, but is objected to because 
it would eliminate high caliber officers 
and not touch those of lesser ability, 

The plan would also be subject to 
criticism on the ground that it would be 
placing qualified officers on the retired 
list, a policy to which Congress last ses 
sion indicated its disapproval in connec 
tion with the new Naval personnel law. 

There has been some talk of restoring 
professional examinations in view of the 
failure of the classification system in re- 
cent years to bring about retirements, 
other than voluntary or physical retire 
ments of officers placed tentatively in 
Clauss B. It is not believed, however that 
institution of examinations would aid 
materially in increasing attrition as few 
officers would fail. Moreover, the reasons 
advanced twenty years ago for abolish 
ing the examinations still hold, in the 
opinion of many officers, Officers on as 
siguments where they are not particu 
larly busy would have uw great advantage 
over those filling posts that keep them 
busy day and night. Also, written exam 
inations have never been accepted as a 
true test of a man’s ability, particularly 
in the military service, where the ability 
to handle men and think quickly in an 

emergency are far more important that 
the capacity to work out problems, how 
ever complex, on paper,

Develop Alaskan Air Base 


Sixty-six Navy patrol planes are now 
engaged in maneuvers centered on the 
recently designated Sitka, Alaska, Fleet 
Air Base. The largest number of Navy 
patrol planes ever to be sent to Sitka for 
summer maneuvers, observers are unani- 
mous in their opinion that this years’ 
maneuvers are a forerunner to tremend 
ous aerial development in Alaska. 


The Sitka Air Base development be- 
gan over three years ago, and since that 
time, Naval personnel have built the 
facilities up almost with their bare hands. 
Officers and enlisted personnel alike have 
turned-to and assisted in the construc- 
tion of a ramp and other handling facili- 
ties. A turntable has been blasted out of 
solid rock, and barracks have been made 
out of an abandoned warehouse, The base 
is actually located on Japonski Island, 
across the strait from Sitka, and the site 
of a radio and coaling station during the 
World War. The site is not the most ad 
vantageous one available, 
some officers familiar with the new base, 
but circumstance forced it into its present 
prominence, 


The proposed base at Kodiak, which 
has been asked for by the Navy, is ex- 
pected to be the main base in that region. 
Ilowever, the board appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy on June 8, 1988, to 
investigate the need for additional shore 
bases. May take a different view. The 
board, composed of Read Adm. Arthur J. 
Hepburn, former Commander in Chief of 
the United States Fleet and at present 
Commandant of the 12th Naval District 
as president, and with Rear Admiral Ed- 
ward J. Marquart, Capt. James S. Woods, 
Capt. Arthur L. Bristol, Capt. Ralph 
Whitman CEC, as members and with Lt. 


Comdr. William E. Hilbert as recorder, 
met on July 15 to make recommenda- 
tions on the need for additional shore 
bases throughout the United States. 


Naval officers in Washington are of the 
opinion that funds will be advocated for 
the expansion of Sitka, the establish- 
ment of a main air base at Kodiak and

the establishment of an advance base at 
Dutch Harbor, Unalaska. 


The permanent establishment at Sitka 
will accommodate only six planes and 
their crews and maintainance facilities 
but Naval officials pointed out that air 
craft tenders can be anchored nearby and 
that ten times that number of planes ean 
be accommodated. 


Sitka is the fourth and newest Fleet 
Air Base of the Navy, The others are al 
Pearl Harbor, San Diego and Coco Solo, 
(. Z. The sixty-six planes at Sitka are 
engaged in acclimating work and in mak 
ing a study of the aerological features of 
the Alaskan link in the Navy’s system of 
patrol plane bases that extends down the 
Pacific from Dutch Harbor. 

Navy officials also said this week that it 
was highly probable that the territory of 
Alaska would, within the next two oF 
three years, be separated from the 
Thirteenth Naval District and named the 
17th Naval District. The increasing Naval 
activity in that region has made it & 
tremely difficult to conduct administra 
tion from Seattle, headquarters of the 
13th Naval District. 

At Sitka, due to lack of funds for the 
specific purpose of development, the most 
crude methods have had to be used. Near 
ly all equipment on the base is makeshift, 
from the salvaged “crash” boat to the ob 
solete tractors used in hauling the planes 
The Navy feels that it has “pioneered 
this base, and is rather proud of the 
result. 

The maneuvers at Sitka will be cP 
cluded during the first week in Auge 
and the planes will return (o their sag 
bases at San Diego, with the exception © 
the six planes that are maintained per 
manently at the northern post. Sever!

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Service Pay Study 
(Continued from First Page) 


for an enlisted pay study, it is generally 
held that there is as pressing a need for 
a pay increase among other Service 
groups—the junior commissioned officers 
for one—as there is for an enlisted in- 
crease and that the service pay question 
should be dealt with as a whole. The 
chances for an upward revision of ser- 
vice pay depends, of course, upon the eco- 
nomie condition of the country next 
Winter. If business takes an upward 
swing this Fall, many believe that the 
next Congress would be the opportune 
time for securing the long deferred equal- 
ization of Service compensation with that 
in civil life. 

The question of pay revision has been 
the subject of discussion of late among 
a number of officers on duty at Ft. Ben- 
ning and this group came to the conclu- 
sion that the pay laws should be revised 
to base pay on rank, and abolish allow- 
ances. They set forth their ideas in the 
following letter to the ArMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL: 

“The present pay situation of the Army 
is in need of revision. This is written as 
the result of a discussion at Fort Ben- 
ning by officers of various ranks. 

“It is the consensus of our Opinion that 
pay should be based on rank instead of 
on length of service. A system, such as 
the present, under which a subordinate 
may receive more than his Commanding 
Officer is unjust, illogical, and to the 
prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline. It is harmful to morale and con- 
fusing. 

“Married and single officers should get 
the same pay or allowances. It is the 
officer who is paid and his pay should go 
with his rank. 

“It would be best to abolish allowances 
for subsistence and quarters and have 
simply pay from which deductions for 
quarters could be made. This is in the 
interest of simplicity. The allowances are 
part of the pay in fact. 

“Pay should be the same for Army and 
Navy officers of the same relative rank. 
Both have great responsibilities. 

“Any system which bases pay on any- 
thing excepting rank smacks of bolshe- 
vism. We do not wish communism in any 
form in our Army. 

“It will be appreciated if the ArMy 
AND Navy JouRNAL will pass this letter 
on to the Board which is to study the 
pay problem.” 

The Journan will be glad to receive 
and pass on to the pay board, the views 
of other groups of officers or of indi- 
viduals in order that the views of the 
Service may be secured. 

As revealed in the JourNaAL last week, 
the pay board will be made up of General 
Gasser, representing the Army, Capt. J. 
B. Oldendorf, representing the Navy, Maj. 
John Halla, representing the Marine 
Corps and Comdr. Ellis Reed-Hill, repre- 
senting the Coast Guard. Coast Guard 
Headquarters announced this week, how- 
ever, that Commander Reed-Hill, person- 
nel officer on the Coast Guard Permanent 
Roard, will serve on the board only until 
the arrival in Washington about Aug. 15 
of Comdr, L. V, Kielhorn, who will then

War Department Building 


The first of the new War Department 
Buildings for which appropriations were 
made both in the Second Deficiency Bill 
and by the P.W.A. is expected to be 
started next winter, with bids on con- 
struction asked about Jan. 1, according to 
the latest advices available in Washing- 
ton. 

The first unit of the War Building is to 
be erected north of the National Academy 
of Science Building. The second and 
larger unit will be constructed in a new 
square to be created by closing twenty- 
second street between C and 1D), and by 
cutting a new street to replace the one 
eliminated about midway between the 
present twenty-first and twenty-second 
street. This will provide a block half 
aguin as large as an ordinary block, ex- 
tending from twenty-third street to with- 
in a half block of twenty-first street, be 
tween C and D streets. 

The procurement Division of the 
Treasury Department is now going ahead 
with the purchase of land needed, which 
is now occupied by numerous private 
dwellings, five apartment houses and one 
school and playground. It is expected 
that the cost of the land required for both 
buildings will be over $4,000,000, 

The first building, it is estimated, will 
cost $6,145,000, and will be approximately 
250 by 312 feet, while the second building 
will be nearly four times as large. 

It is expected that it will take about 
fifteen months to complete the first build 
ing, which has tentatively been designated 
as the annex. The architecture of the 
new buildings will conform generally to 
that of the new Interior Department 
Building, but somewhat modified. They 
will be of granite base and faced with 
limestone, Both will be completely air 
conditioned, 

The first unit will have a basement, five 
floors and a mechanical equipment floor, 
providing a gross floor area of approxi- 
mately 520,106 square feet, with net of 
fice and storage space of 293,820 feet, and 
will permit the War Department to re 
duce the number of buildings it occupies 
from 19 to 12 thus permitting consolida- 
tion urgently needed, 

The active military direction of the de- 
partment can then be consolidated in two 
buildings close together, the new unit and 
the munitions building, instead of in six 
or seven, as now. 

The new building will house the offices 
of the Secretary of War, the Assistant 
Secretary of War, the chief and the 
deputy chief of staff, the general staff 
and the adjutant general. The Munitions 
Building will continue to house the offices 
of the chiefs of the arms and services, 

The new buildings will be called the 
War Department Buildings, when com- 
pleted, and the name of the munitions 
building will be changed to the War De- 
partment Annex, 





Soldiers’ Home Deductions 
A new draft of AR 35-2440, Finance De- 
partment, was promulgated this week 


covering the subjects of deductions for 
maintenance of United States Soldiers’ 





Home and stoppages against pay of en- 
listed men. The regulation is virtually a 
reprint of the one dated Nov. 16, 1935, 
merely being changed where clarification 
was necessary. 

It is understood that the monthly de- 
duction of 25 cents from the pay of each 
enlisted man of the Army (making a total 
of $5.00 a year from each man) will con- 
tinue indefinitely, the cost of the opera- 
tion of the home being such that the man- 
agement consider the funds from such de- 
ductions necessary. 


USNA Construction 


The Navy Department this week an- 
nounced that bids for the construction of 
fourteen apartment buildings, of six 
apartments each, to be constructed at the 
Naval Academy, will be received Aug. 20, 

The buildings will be three-story, with 
concrete foundations, frames and floors 
with brick walls. Each apartment will 
contain two or three bedrooms. The apart 


ments will be located partially withty 
the NavaT Academy grounds 
Ten of these buildings, according to re- 


ports, will be built as a unit on the crest 
of the golf course across from the Acad 
emy, and the rest near the naval hospital 
They will take the place of 12 smal 
wooden bungalows used since the World 
War. It is estimated that they will cost 
about $1,250,000, 


In other work to be done at the Acad 
emy, the Chapel will be enlarged by ex 
tending the front to the present step line, 


increasing the capacity from 1500 to 2000, 
The northeast and southwest wings of the 
hospital, built of frame during the Worid 
War, will be torn down and replaced by 
brick wings and the bed capacity of the 
hospital will be increased from 165 to 250. 
A new dormitory for the hospital corps- 


men and a new diet kitchen will also be | 


erected, 

All replacements and new construction 
will be of white brick in conformance 
with the architectural style of the Acad- 
emy. A new three-story liundry building 
will be erected in the rear of the present 
powerhouse, When completed, the laun 
dry will be moved from Baneroft Hall and 
the space vacated will be used for dental 
offices and additional quarters. A’ two 
story dispensary building will be erected 
near the officers club, and to the rear of 
the new Naval Academy Museum, The 
mess hall will be remodeled, and a cen- 
tral heating plant installed, 





GHO Air Force Transfer 

Presidential approval has been given to 
a PWA allotment for construction at 
Scott Field, UL, making possible the con 
templated transfer of the Headquarters 
of the GHQ Air Force from Langley 
Field, Va., to the middle west post, 

The Headquarters and Teadquarters 
Squadron of the Air Force will make the 
move, it is stated, involving a transfer of 
24 airplanes, 27 officers and 125 enlisted 
men, It will place Maj. Gen. Frank M. 
Andrews, GHQ Air Force Commander, 
approximately six hours from the wings 
under his command, rather than 12 hours 
from one, six from another and at the 
sume post as the other. Inasmuch as the 
Force is expected to defend any boundary 
of the United States on a few hours’ 
notice, the move will place its headquar 
ters reasonably close to whichever fron- 
tier it must defend. 

Seott Field, in southern Tinois, is 
nearer to the center of the United States 
than any other of the Air Corps’ posts. It 
has been used as the Army’s lighter-than- 
air station, an activity that is largely dor 
mant at present. With the funds made 
available this week, it can be converted 
into a satisfactory GHQ Air Foree Head- 
quarters and congestion will be eased at 
Langley Field, designed as a wing post. 

The PWA allotment announced = this 
week was for $4,403,400, which with funds 
from the WPA, will make possible the 
following construction: barracks for 330 
men, commissioned officers’ quarters ac 
commodating 27 officers, field officers’ 
quarters accommodating 35 officers, bach 
elor officers’ mess for 10 officers, quarters 
for 32 noncommissioned officers, head- 
quarters and operations buildings, heat- 
ing plant, sewage, electrical. distribution, 
and water supply systems, warehouses, 
hospital, post exchange, miscellaneous 
buildings, hangar, runways, grading and 











drainage. The allotment includes $120,000 
for the purchase of land. 


3rd Army Exercise Situation 


Maj. Gen, George Van Horn Moseley, 
Third Army Commander, this week an- 
nounced the problem which has been as- 
sumed for the maneuvers his command 
will conduct this summer. 

In the initial setting of this problem the 
BLUE forces were unable to oppose the 
landing of BROWN forces at points in 
the Gulf of Mexico including the Texas 
ports of: Port Isabel, Port Aransas and 
Corpus Christi. These BROWN forces are 
threatening San Antonio and El Paso. 
Naval Inteiligence reports a strong, hos- 
tile convoy in the Gulf of Mexico, sailing 
toward the Gulf coast of Mississippi, evi- 
dently with the intention of landing a 
force in that locality. The Third Army 
has been unable to meet these BROWN 
forces initially, as the Army had been 
ent to the Pacific coast to assist in its 
protection, 

‘hird Army Headquarters at Atlanta, 
Georgia, has made all preparation for 
the conduct of these exercises. The de- 
tails of the execution of those problems 
involving troops in the Righth Corps Area 
will be handled by the Commanding Gen- 
errl of that Area, Maj. Gen. Herbert J. 
Ihiees, USA, with headquarters at Ft. 
Sum ouston, Tex. The details of con- 
lucting the maneuvers in southern Mis- 
sissippl will be handled from Fourth 
Corps Area Headquarters at Atlanta, Ga, 
The co-ordination of the maneuvers will 
be handled by Third Army Headquar- 
ters at Atlanta, Ga., or at the Field Head- 
quarters to be established, during the 
progress of the maneuvers, in southern 
Mississippi. Certain troops have been 
desiznated to represent the BROWN 
forces, so that all exercises will be two- 
sided. In the Kighth Corps Area, the 
BLUE troops will have the mission gen- 
erally of protecting the land frontier and 
driving out BROWN forces that have al- 
ready crossed that frontier, 

In the Mississippi area a reinforced 
BROWN corps will be assembled in the 
vicinity of Gulfport and Biloxi, under the 
assumption that it landed on the Missis- 
sippi coast in that vicinity. The particu- 
lar mission assigned this BROWN force 
is to capture New Orleans and open up 
the Mississippi River, After landing, 
however, it receives information that a 
BLUM force of considerable size is as- 
sembling in and about Camp Shelby, some 
sixty miles to the north,

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Supplies for the Marine Corps 
Basic allowances for clothing, arms, 
accoutrements and other military sup- 
plies and equipment required for the Ma- 


rine Corps are established by the Office | 


of the Major General Commandant. 
Artide 570, U. S. Navy Regulations, 
1920, states in part: “The Quartermaster 
of the Corps shall provide all military 
supplies requisite for the use of the 
Corps. It shall be the duty of the Quar- 
termaster... to invite proposals for sup 
plies and to prepare and make contracts 
and agreements for the same, The Quar- 
termaster of the Corps shall prepare esti- 
mates of upprepriations required by the 
Marine Corps under the Quartermaster’s 
Department, accompanying such esti- 
mates With necessary data fully explain 
ing the requirements.” 

An adequate stock of all military sup- 
plies required for the needs of the Ma- 
rine Corps must be maintained. At the 
same time cure must be taken in order 
not to waste any part of the appropria- 
tions on supplies which would deteriorate 
in stock or become obsolete or obsoles- 
cent. All these factors must be taken into 
consideration when justification of data 
submitted in connection with appropria- 
tions is prepared. Money estimates for 
supplies are presented to Congress with 
request for appropriations to cover the 
cost thereof, which is the first step in the 
procurement of supplies. 

The second step is the actual procure- 
ment of the various necessary articles of 
supplies. In general, the authorization of 
such procurement is the function of the 
Supply Division, Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, Headquarters Marine Corps; 
however, the Depot Quartermaster, Ma- 
nine Corps, San Francisco, Calif., and 
various posts and stations on foreign 
shores, such as Guam, Cavite, Peiping, 
ete., have a current allotment tu cover the 
cost of supplies, the procurement of which 
could not have been foreseen. The au- 
thorization of expenditure of funds ne- 
cessitates careful consideration that 
such funds may be available to the very 
end of each fiscal year. This requires 
rigid checking and the maintenance of 
4n up-to-date system of unexpended bal- 
ances, 

The question of proper procurement 
would seem to be a problem in simple 
arithmetic, such as “one Marine requires 
two pairs of shoes per year, therefore a 
thousand Marines should require two 
thousand pairs of shoes per year.” But 
the enlisted men of the Marine Corps re 
quire about sixty-eight (G8) different 
sizes of shoes and the question of how 
many of each size will be required to out- 
fit properly a thousand Marines requires 
the preparation of a tariff of sizes. Many 
other items of clothing and equipment 
present the same problem.

A Marine Corps Order is prepared an- 
nually by the Quartermaster, containing 
information on basic allowances, prices 
or clothing, arms, accoutrements, ete. The 
approval of such Order by the Major 
General Commandant and the Secretary 
of the Navy automatically establishes a 
money allowance for clothing of enlisted 
men for the calendar year; the correct 
nomenclature items of clothing and 
military equipment, prices applicable 
thereto and instructions to the various 
Post Quartermasters as to when and 
wherefrom they should requisition sup- 
plies. All supplies required at a post or 
station and not carried in the Annual 
Order must be procured in the open mar- 
ket by soliciting competitive bids. There 
are a few exceptions, for example, 
emergency purchases or proprietary arti 
cles. Open purchase requisitions are sub 
mitted to the Quartermaster for ap 
proval, such approval constituting au- 
thority for expenditure of funds in the 
proper amount. 

Some articles of individual equipment 
for enlisted men, all arms, ammunition, 
such items of ordnance, signal equipment 
and chemical warfare material that are 
common to all branches of the armed 
forces are ordinarily procured from 
either the Army or the Navy. 

Two main Depots of Supply have been 
established : one at Philadelphia, Pa., for 
distribution of supplies to posts and sta- 
tions on the Kast Coast, and one at San 
Krancisco, Calif., for distribution of sup- 
plies to posts and stations on the West 
Coast, islands in the Pacific Ocean, and 
posts and ships in the Orient. A_ third 
und smalier Depot is located at Norfolk, 
Va. The Norfolk and San Francisco 
Depots normally submit requests on the 
Depot at Philadelphia, Pa., for their re- 
quirements. The Philadelphia Depot, in 
uddition to being the main Supply Depot 
of the Corps, is a manufacturing center 
for certain articles of clothing, tentage, 


as 


hand carts, arm chests, barrack boxes, 
mess equipment, etc. The exercise of 
great care to prevent deterioration in 


stock in these Depots is a matter of the 
utmost importance, This end is accom- 
plished by issuing the oldest stocks on 
hand first in all cases where such stocks 
are applicable to the requisitions re- 
ceived; by frequent inspections, and by 
the proper use of preservatives, 

The distribution of Marine Corps sup 
plies is a question which has been solved 
hy the application of established allow- 
ances for various posts, ships and sta- 
tions, taking into consideration the num 
her of men thereat, the geographical lo- 
cation and the duties performed by the 
detachments. Stock control is centralized 
in the Supply Division at Headquarters, 
Supplies on hand as shown by the prop 
erty account are subject to a system of 
property auditing; requisitions are re- 
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vised downward when necessary; items 
in excess of allowances ure deleted and 
such requisitions forwarded to the proper 
Depot for supply as revised. 

The neat and soldierly appearance of 
a Marine must be maintained at the high- 
est degree possible at a minimum ex- 
pense. By the adoption of an allowance 
of clothing for each Marine for each year 
of his enlistment this is made possible. 
All articles of clothing received by each 
enlisted man are charged against his 
clothing allowance, and in the event he 
overdraws such allowance they are 
charged against his pay account.

IN THE BUDGET STATEMENT OF THE PRESIDENT this week, the total 
cost of National Defense during the current 9seal year is set forth as follows:

National Defense is also credited with a part of 219 millions spent by the PWA 
during the last fiscal year and 225 millions to be spent during the present year. Such 
expenditures have been and will be made for quarters, barracks, landing fields and 
other improvements, which will provide civilian employment. As the total to be dis- 
bursed by the government during the fiscal year will be approximately 9 billions, 
the National Defense will cost the people between 11 and 12 per cent, surely not an 
exorbitant premium for peace insurance with war threatening in Europe, war raging 
in the Far East, and dangerous complications therefrom constantly menacing our 
security. The pacifists will claim that to this cost of National Defense, should be 
added the expense of the Veterans’ Administration, amounting to $543,610,000, and 
that of the CCC, administered in part by the Army, amounting to $275,000,000, and by 
these additions make our supposed war cost more than 20 per cent of the National 
budget. We could add other things, for example the non-military work, which includes 
Rivers and Harbor improvements, maintenance of the Panama Canal, ete., and thus 
largely increase that percentage. But whatever the percentage, this fact stands out: 
The American people realize as completely as does official Washington, that a fat and 
opulent and weak United States would suffer the fate of Ethiopia, and that which 
OXina is enduring. They note that in order to protect their territory and interests, 
Great Britain is expending far more than our government, that France is straining 
her Treasury to be ready, and that Germany, Italy and Russia, are likewise using all 
their available funds for means of offense and defense. Because of the miscalculation 
as to the time it would be necessary to conquer China, and because of the threat of 
war by Russia, and complications with Great Britain and France, and possibly the 
United States, Japan is tightening her belt in order to supply her Armies in the field, 
to assure her home defense, to meet possible Russian attack, and to maintain and 
develop her Navy, not only for participation in Chinese operations, but to operate if a 
third power should seek to curb her ambitions. Our Army and the Navy, like the rest 
of the country, has no desire to spend money uselessly, or to waste it in extravagance. 
They would be the first, as their record has shown, to curtail their costs when the 
reason for unnecessary expenditures disappears. They have supported limitation of 
armaments so long as the proposals for limitation are internationally accepted, and 
do not endanger American security. That policy will continue to animate them. But 
in view of what is transpiring abroad, they feel we must be as ready as we properly 
can be, for in readiness only do they find assurance of American peace. It is comfort- 
ing to realize that that policy has such hearty popular approval. 


THE PUBLIC WORKS ADMINISTRATION has allotted $50,000 to complete the 
survey of the electric power facilities, which would be available in the event of a war- 
time mobilization of Industry, This survey, initiated by Assistant Secretary of War 
Johnson, has been conducted by him in conjunction with Basil Manly, a member of the 
Federal Power Commission. It calls for a thorough examination of the facilities 
available and the prospects for their expansion in case of war, their supplement so as 
to guard against interruption by accident or an enemy’s bombs, and the measures 
necessary to take in order that factories can be kept operating, and cities furnished 
with light under abnormal as well as normal conditions. Where needed, duplicate 
transmission lines, it is stated, will be built. The vast private utility industry of the 
country, through its development, has added enormously to the effectiveness of our 
National Defense and this very fact has made its protection all the more essential. 
Aviators of the opposing factions in Spain, and of Japan in China, have endeavored 
to destroy power plants in order to stop production, and to throw the civilian popu- 
lations into panic, thereby interrupting the movement of supplies to the Armies in the 
field. The General Staff is fully aware that an enemy’s bombers would pursue the 
same tactics in our country. Mr. Johnson, whose responsibility lies primarily with 
procurement, is, therefore, cooperating with the Federal Power Commission, to 
ascertain our strength and weakness in the matter of power, and to prepare plans for 
remedying the latter. It is known the President is keenly interested in the study under 
way, and as he has been making a determined effort to extend federal control over 
utilities, it may well be he will use the National Defense aspect of this matter in order 
to achieve the end he has in view. It would be unfortunate if anything were done 
which would affect the military and naval assets we now have in the enterprises built 
by private initiative, and we believe this factor will be taken into account when the 
President is considering further action.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The week has shown no substantial mitigation of the delicate 
international condition prevailing in Europe, and in the Far East has been marked 
by further advances by Japanese troops. Prime Minister Chamberlain announced 
to Parliament that his Government, while precluding military action, is not prepared 
“to acquiesce in repetition of attacks of a certain character,” referring to the bombing 
of British Merchantmen in Spanish ports; and, further, to emphasize his dissatis- 
faction with Franco’s failure to comply with the demands made upon him, is keeping 
in London the British agent to the rebel forces. Franco’s attitude undoubtedly is due 
to the refusal of Germany and Italy to agree to the creation of a commission to investi- 
gate the bombings, a natural action by them since their planes and nationals would 
be involved. Fearing further German measures against Czecho-Slovakia, Prime 
Minister Daladier repeated the French purpose “unflinchingly” to carry out her pur- 
pose to assist the Czech Government should it be in danger of attack. Reenforcing 
his announcement, the Premier has published the decree detailing general organiza- 
tion for the Nation in time of war, and has opened the campaign for another 
rearmament loan. Evidently, Daladier realizes that any vacillation by his Government 
would encourage Hitler to violent action against Czecho-Slovakia, and Mussolini to 
further steps in support of the Franco forces in Spain. Mussolini has been assailing 
France since the British Ministry rejected his suggestion for the immediate enforce- 
ment of the Anglo-Italian agreement of April. That both Germany and Italy may 
have a better understanding of the closeness of the ties binding Great Britain and 
France, the latter is preparing a typically Parisian welcome for the British King and 
Queen when they arrive next week. To prevent embarrassment, the Duke and Duchess 
of Windsor, upon British suggestion, will cruise in Italian and Dalmatian waters 
while their soverigns are in Paris. The Intergovernmental Conference on Refugees, 
sitting in Evian, has decided to continue its efforts through a permanent body to be 
set up in London. While entirely sympathetic with the American proposal, each 
country has offered objections or made proposals, which would nullify the purpose of 
the eonference. It is apparent that Palestine, with riots occurring and civil war 
threatened, is in no state to receive immigrants, It would seem that the humanitarian 
effort to care for the Jewish refugees is headed for failure. In the Far East, Japan 
is continuing her advance upon Hankow. She has issued another warning for 
foreigners to retire from the war zone in the Yangtse, but American and British 
vessels are disregarding it. Bombing of cities continues, much to the irritation of 
Washington and London. As our protests have met with no satisfactory response, 
we can do no more than to repeat them. In the backgrund of the official mind is the 
Four Power Treaty, and when the time is ripe it may be that the United States will 
initiate discussions under it, so as to prevent too great control of China by Japan. 
The President and other Pan-American Chiefs have accepted an invitation to arbitrate 
the Chaco controversy between Bolivia and Paraguay. The German Government has 
suspended purchases from Brazil. This action was provoked because of disappointment 
that the Vardas Government at Rio had not become of the Fascist character anticipat- 
ed, because that Government moved to suppress Nazi organizations in the country, 
and because the Brazilian National Bank suspended purchases of German clearing 
marks. Charges and counter-charges are being made by the two Governments, which 
do not make for an early resumption of friendly relations. Happily, the Vardas Goy- 
ernment is pursuing Brazil’s traditional policy of friendship with the United States. 











Far Eastern Military Situation—The Japanese forces advancing up the Yangtze 
River have not made any progress during the past week. Heavy Chinese resistance 
has been encountered and this fact, in conjuction with the extremely hot weather 
characteristic of the Yangtze Valley during this season of the year, has been a con- 
tributing factor in keeping the spearhead of the attack at Hukow. 

Hukow, at the northeast shore of Lake Poyang, is over 400 miles up the Yangtze 
River from the Shanghai-Woosung entrance. It is 20 miles east of Kiukiang, which 
is apparently the next Japanese objective on the drive to Hankow. 

Intensive air activities during the week have been directed mainly at Wuchang, 
that portion of the city of Hankow lying south of the Yangtze River. 

The flood waters of the Yellow River have now reached Pengpu, a town on the 
Tsinpu Railroad, and beside the Hwai River. The three parallel columns south of 
the Hwai River, aiding the major drive up the Yangtze, have not changed their 
positions in the past several weeks. 


Army Aids Round-the-World Flight—The Army contributed materially to the 
record-breaking round-the-world flight of Howard Hughes this week. Navigating the 
ship on its far spaced hops over the globe was one of the Air Corps’ experts on celestial 
navigation, while the communications during the latter half of the journey were 
hundled via Army radio. 

From Yakutsk, Siberia, to Minneapolis, the communications were handled by the 
Alaskan Communications System, operated by the Army and under the direction of 
Maj. Paul S. Edwards, SC, USA. The navigator aboard Hughes’ ship was 1st Lt. 
Thomas L. Thurlow, AC, USA, stationed at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, in the 
Material Division. 

Lt. Thurlow entered the Army as an Aviation Cadet, and was graduated from 
Kelly Field on June 22, 1929. He was assigned to extended active duty with the 90th 
Attack Squadron at Ft. Crockett, and commissioned a second lieutenant in the regular 
Army Air Corps that same year. He was sent to the Air Corps Technical School at 
Chanute Field for instruction. Upon the establishment of the Advanced Aerial Naviga- 
tion course at Rockwell Field, he was assigned in the first class to attend. Making a 
remarkable record as a student, he was named an instructor at the school. Upon the 
abandonment of the course, he served with several bombardment squadrons before 
being assigned to his present post, where his work in navigation, navigational instru- 
ments, ete., was so outstanding that he was assigned to write a chapter in the Air 
Corps Field Manual covering these subjects. 

It was learned this week that Hughes’ plane was equipped with two Wright Cy- 
clone engines of a restricted category, and had communication and direction finding 
material aboard that is still on the restricted list. Mr. Hughes was granted permission 
to use the motors last December, under the proviso that they were under no circum- 
stances to be “torn down” outside the continental limits and that no performance data 
on them would be released. The Army will, of course, be tremendously interested in 
Ilughes’ report on the performance of the above material. 





To Sponsor Naval Vessels—The National Society of Children of the Amerieay 
Revolution has chosen a number of ships of the Navy for its individual chapters to 
sponsor. These ships are vessels of the United States Fleet which have been assigned 
names carried by the original colonies, by sea craft in the service of the American 
Colonies from 1776 to 1783, or which have been named after persons of distinguisheg 
service during the Revolution. 

The idea of having chapters of the C. A. R. sponsor and take an active interest in 
these vessels is designed to stimulate interest in the Navy. Chapters sponsoring ships 
will take an active interest in the ship and its movements. As far as possible, shipg 
were assigned to chapters of the C.A.R. in States for which either the vesse] was 
named or in which the person for whom the ship was named was born. 

There are now 28 chapters of the C. A. R., and ships have been assigned thege 
chapters. There are over 40 ships of the Navy named for Revolutionary events of 
heroes, and the ships not given sponsors at this time will be alloted to new State 
chapters of the C. A. R. as they are formed. 

Following is a list of the State chapters, the vessel which they will sponsor, ang 
the origin of the vessel’s name: 

Alabama—the Barry, a destroyer named for Commodore John Barry, Reyoly. 
tionary War hero. 

Arkansas—the Conyngham, a destroyer named for Captain Gustavus Conyngham, 
Revolutionary War hero. 

California—the Enterprise, an aircraft carrier, named after the Revolutionary 
War vessel Enterprise. 

Colorado—the Nautilus, a submarine, named for a vessel of the Revolutionary 
War. 

Connecticut—the Ranger, an aircraft carrier named for the Ranger of Revol. 
tionary War fame which was the flagship of John Paul Jones. 

District of Columbia—the Stack, a destroyer named for Lt. Edward Stack, Revo. 
lutionary War hero. 

Florida—the Dolphin, a submarine named for a Revolutionary war vessel of that 
name, 

Georgia—the Concord, a light cruiser, named for two vessels of that name that 
saw service in the Revolution. 

Illinois—the Hawk, a training vessel assigned to the Ninth Naval District, named 
for several vessels from the colonies of Massachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsylvania and 
Maryland. 

Indiana—the Richmond, a light cruiser, named for three vessels that saw service 
in the Revolution. 

Kansas—the Gannet, an aircraft tender named for a Revolutionary War Vessel. 

Massachusetts—the Lexington, an aircraft carrier named for a number of vessels 
of Revolutionary War fame. 

Michigan—the Whipple, a destroyer named for Captain Abraham Whipple, who 
had a brilliant record as a captain in the Continental Navy. 

Mississippi—the Fanning, a destroyer named for Lt. Nathaniel Fanning, who led 
the boarding party that cleared the British sailors from their stations during the Bon 
Homme Richard-Serapis engagement during the Revolutionary War. 

New Jersey—the Paul Jones a destroyer named for the famous American com- 
mander whose remains are interred at the Naval Academy. 

New York—the New York, a battleship named for a vessel which participated in 
the Battle of Lake Champlain. 

North Carolina—the Raleigh, a light cruiser named for a Revolutionary War 
vessel of the same name which participated in several engagements. 

Ohio—the Phoenix, a light cruiser, named for a number of vessels of the Con- 
tinental Navy. 

Oklahoma—the O’Brien, named for Captain Jeremiah O’Brien und his four 
brothers who distinguished themselves in Revolutionary War naval engagements. 

Oregon—the Saratoga, an aircraft carrier named for several vessels of that name 
that saw service in the Revolutionary War. 

Pennsylvania—the Humphries, a destroyer named in honor of Naval Constructor 
Joshua Humphreys, who built the first armed vessel during the Revolutionary War. 
He was born in Pennsylvania. 

Rhode Island—the Hopkins, a destroyer named in honor of Commodore Ezek Hop 
kins, a one time commander in chief of the Continental Navy. 

South Dakota—the Porpoise, a submarine named for two Revolutionary War 
vessels of that name. 

Texas—the Wasp, an aircraft carrier, named for one of the first American vessels 
to put to sea during the Revolutionary War. 

Vermont—the Truxton, a destroyer, named for Captain Thomas Truxton who 
commanded several privateers during the Revolutionary War. 

Virginia—the Yorktown, an aircraft carrier, named for the battle of Yorktows, 
decisive battle of the Revolutionary War. 


Rotation of Dirigible Duty—The assignment of Comdr. Charles E. Rosendabl 
to sea duty as executive officer of the Milwaukee on the eve of the Navy’s embarkation 
on another lighter-than-air program has renewed discussion of the question as t 
whether or,not Naval lighter-than-air experts should be designated for that duty only 
and not required to rotate between ship and shore stations. 

At the close of the last session of Congress, a compromise plan for lighter-than-alt 
personnel was advanced in the House Naval Affairs Committee. Representative A. N. 
Phillips, D. of Conn., urged that the committee give consideration to the problem 
and was directed to make a study of it and report back to the committee. He sub- 
mitted a report recommending that exceptions be made to the rotation rule whed 
deemed desireable in the opinion of the President. His report follows, in part: 

“Shortly after the Naval Affairs Committee recessed on May 23, 1938, you asked 
me to report back to the committee on the proposition of framing legislation to the 
end that members of the personnel of the United States Navy on lighter-than-air ser 
vice remain in said service when transferring them from such activities as this ser 
vice calls for might be prejudicial to the welfare of this service. 

“Having given this matter consideration, I believe it can best be handled as fol- 
lows: Give the President discretionary power to continue Navy personnel in lighter: 
than-air service when, in his opinion, this should be done. Accordingly, I would sug 
gest the drafting of a preper bill, incorporating in it substantially the following wo! 
ing : ‘When in the discretion of the President it appears that the good of the service 
mands the suspension of the law affecting the transfer of members of the Naval service 
to other duties after they have served the statutory length of time in the lighter-thar 
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air service, the President may continue such members in the lighter-than-air service in 
such positions as they may have been holding when they would normally, under the 
provisions of the law, have proceeded to other service. The President may, at his dis- 
cretion, also, continue in the lighter-than-air service, in such duties as he may direct 
them to perform, such members of the Naval service as may be promoted to higher rank 
and thus who otherwise would be transferred because of such promotion to some other 
pranch of the service’.” 

This recommendation was turned over to the Navy Department by the committee 
and may be expected to receive consideration at the next session. 


Per Diem Allowances—Directions concerning the payment of per diem allow- 
ances to Army personnel traveling by air and to Regular Army and Reserve officers 
on duty in connection with encampments of the Organized Reserve, were announced by 
the War Department this week. Effective July i, 1938, the Department said, orders 
directing travel by air may prescribe the payment in lieu of subsistence of a per diem 
not exceeding $6.00, as authorized by the act of June 10, 1922 (AR 35-4820). The 
administrative restrictions, limiting the per diem for such travel to $5.00, are removed. 
In this connection, the attention of all concerned is directed to the fact that the per 
diem rate of $6.00 represents the maximum allowable, not the minimum, It is the re- 
sponsibility of all who are authorized to issue orders covering travel by air to see that 
travel orders prescribe only such per diem rates as are justified by the nature and 
duration of the travel. 

It is likewise the duty of those authorized to direct travel involving the payment 
of allowances to restrict such travel to that necessary in the military service, having 
in mind the best interests of the service. In determining necessity for travel, the pur- 
pose, the number of individuals (officer and enlisted), the itinerary, and duration of 
the trip should be considered. It is desired to impress upon all concerned, the Depart- 
ment stated, the importance of careful consideration of the matter of restricting travel 
and payment of allowances, without imposing further administrative restrictions. 

As to per diem allowances on ORC duty it was stated: “Pursuant to the provisions 
of paragrapb 11b, AR 35-4820, and War Department Appropriation Act of June 11, 
1938 (Sec. I, Bull. No. 6, W.D. 1938), the following per diem allowances for officers 
of the Regular Army, and Reserve officers ordered to active duty for periods in excess 
of fifteen days, on duty in connection with encampments of the Organized Reserves, 
are prescribed for the fiscal year 1939: While traveling to and from camps, not to ex- 
ceed $5.00 per day. While on duty at camps, $2.00 per day.” 


President Lauds Navy—The President’s satisfaction with the appearance of the 
United States Fleet during the review he conducted on Thursday, obviously is gratify- 
ing to the country because it knows he is something of a naval expert and takes an ex- 
pert’s pride in the efficiency of the ships and their promise of high effectiveness should 
war require their employment. The spectacle of this great force, surface, underwater 
and air, was necessarily inspiring, but more than this it was an object lesson to those 
Nations which are pursuing policies of aggression that may affect vital American 
interests. Good as our Fleet is—and it is good—it can be bettered, both in personnel 
and materiel. Happily, the President and the Congress both realized this fact during 
the past session, and the chances are they will continue to realize it. In the matter 
of personnel, for example, there is now operating the new Selection Act. That Act, 
Senator Walsh, Chairman of the Senate Naval Committee, holds to be a decided im- 
provement over the law it modified, but yet contains defects which call for correction. 
The Senator advises us that efforts undoubtedly will have to be made in the next or 
future sessions further to perfect the Act. It is unfortunate, even tragic, that deserv- 
ing officers will suffer from the defects so long as they are in force, but only experience 
will cause them to stand out, and thus assure their remedy. In the meantime the 
changes made will produce improvement in morale, and the hope of further corrective 
legislation will be a stimulant to it. As to materiel, the provision for more powerful 
surface and submarine ships, for an increase in air strength, for a battle train, for 
experimental craft, and for the enlargement of the Merchant Marine, will add to the 
confidence the personnel has in the machines given them to operate. We dare say the 
Fleet never was in a better state than it is today, and the President’s appreciation of 
the fact is shared by the foreign attaches, who had an opportunity to see it as it lay 
in all its might in San Fransico Harbor. 


Succession to Surgeon General’s Post—Army Regulations regarding the succession 
of officers on duty in the office of any arm, service or bureau to be acting chief of such 
arm, service or bureau during the death, disability or absence of the chief, were 
amended this week to provide that in the case of The Surgeon General, succession will 
be confined to officers of the Medical Corps. Prior to the change, the regulations per- 
mitted the Chief of the Dental Service, a brigadier general, to be Acting Surgeon 
General in the absence of the Surgeon General, where he was the senior officer of the 
Medical Department present. 


Navy Dirigible Plans—President Roosevelt's fishing cruise in Pacific waters is 
holding up final decision on the size and type of dirigible to be constructed for the 
Navy. Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Charles Edison, who expected to have a 
conference with the President as to final details, was unable to reach a decision with 
the President prior to his leaving Washington, and Navy Department officials said 
that no action was expected before the President returns. 

It is understood that the President favors the construction of a 3,000,000 cubic 
foot airship of fabric construction, slightly larger than the Los Angeles. 


Communications on President’s Trip—The Navy expects to handle communications 
on the President's fishing cruise over normal communication facilities, Navy Depart- 
ment officials said this week. 

The President's aide, Comdr. Daniel J. Callaghan, who took up his new duties 
when the President arrived on the West Coast, will naturally handle a great deal of 
the work, Messages will be received and sent over the ships radio to San Francisco, 
While the Houston is in the Pacific, and direct to Washington while the Houston is

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Sea-Coast Artillery —

A few weeks after it had started publication, in 1863, the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL published an interesting article 
regarding sea-coast artillery.

The system of sea- 
coast artillery at that time in use, comprised the following, 
viz: 18, 24, and 32-pounder guns, and 8 and 10-inch colum- 
biads and sea-coast howitzers, together with 10 and 13-inch 
mortars for vertical fire, and 24-pounder howitzers for flank 
defense.” 


The same article continued, “An experimental gun of 20- 
inch diameter of bore, 116,000 lbs. weight, and throwing a 
solid shot of 1,000 Ibs., with a charge of powder of 100 lbs., 
is now being cast at Mr. Charles Knapp’s Fort Pitt Foundry 
at Pittsburgh. It is believed that it will not be long before we 
shall see, in our service, guns of 30-inch diameter of bore. 
* * * Iron is now substituted for wood in the construction 
of carriages (barbette as well as casemate) for all sea-coast 
guns and mortars. The old wooden carriages are now being 
replaced by the new iron ones, as rapidly as their fabrication 
and other circumstances will permit.”

British Infantry Equipment 
(From the Canadian Defense Quarterly) 


A demonstration designed to show the 
most modern British infantry equipment 
and its proposed tactical use by troops 
wus staged by the 2nd Battalion, South 
Staffordshire Regiment, at Aldershot in 
January last. The demonstration unit was 
composed of a Headquarters company, 
which contained most of the specialized 
equipment, and three rifle companies of 
four platoons each, The main features of 
the demonstration were: 

(a) Reduction in weight of clothing, 
arms and cauipment, 

The soldier's load is 42 pounds instead 
of the normal load of 50% pounds and the 
1914-18 wartime load of between 70 and 
80 pounds. The ideal load to be attained 
is 35 pounds. The new web equipment 
is 1% times lighter than the old pattern 
equipment and the discomfort of articles 
hanging below the waist has been elimi 
nated, The haversack with the water bot 
tle inside is carried on the shoulders to 
replace the pack which is relegated to 
the platoon truck. The ammunition, in

stead of being carried in small pouches, 
is carried in two large flexible pouches 
which are also suitable as carriages of 
Bren or A-Tk. rifle ammunition, or gren- 
ades.

The 
A.A. platoon consists of four detachments 
each with one truck, one Bren light ma 
chine gun, one A-Tk. rifle and a consid- 
erable supply of wire for road blocks. 
This platoon has a high fire-power and 
is very mobile, and the demonstration in 
dicated that it can be used for reconnais 
sance and advance and rear-guard action 
as well as for providing protection from 
aircraft to the rest of the battalion, 

(d) Mobility of the battalion, 

The Mt. vehicles include a car for the 
battalion commander, ten Austin 7's, thir 
teen motorcycles and thirty-three trucks. 
In an emergency, 300 men can be moved 
in one trip in these vehicles and it is 
estimated that in three trips the whole 
battalion can be transported 10 to 12 
miles within three hours. The demon 
stration included the crossing of rivers 
in small “Aero-boats” which can be 
pumped up with an ordinary tire pump.

Maj. William SS. Biddle, jr., former 
Army ollicer, died at his home, Sunnyside, 
Clackamas County, Oregon, Monday, July 
11. 
Maj. Biddle was born May 14, 18638, on 
Grosse Ile, in the Detroit River, in Michi- 


gan, the son of William S. Biddle and 
Susan Dayton Ogden. He entered the 
Military Academy July 1, 1881, and 


graduated on June 14, 1885. He was ap- 
pointed 2nd Lieutenant, 13th Infantry, 
with which regiment he served at Fort 
Bayard, New Mexico, Fort Supply, 1. T. 
and Camp at Guthrie, I. T. During his 


service at Fort Bayard, he took part 
in the campaigns against the hostile 


Apaches. 

On March 238, 1882, he was promoted 
Ist Lieutenant, and assigned to the 14th 
Infantry. He was instructor at West 
Point in the Department of Modern 
Languages from 1892 to 1896, and then 
joined his regiment at Vancouver Bar- 
racks, Washington. In 1898S he accom- 
panied his regiment to the Philippine Is- 
lands, participating in the capture of 
Manila and in other engagements of the 
Spanish-American War, and also in many 
fights wth the Filipino insurgents, par- 
ticularly the expeditions of General Law- 
ton. While in the Philippine Islands, he 
received his promotion to the grade of 
Captain. 

In 1900 Captain Biddle returned to the 
United States with his Battalion of the 
14th Infantry, and took station at Fort 
Wayne, Michigan, where he remained un- 
til 1902. During this period he com- 
manded the Guard at the tomb of Presi- 
dent McKinley in Canton, Ohio, in 1901, 
After a brief service at Fort Brady, 
Michigan, Captain Biddle was sent to 
Berlin, Germany, where he served as 
Military attache to the American Em 
bassy from 1902 to 1906, 

On August 19, 1907, after his return 
from Germany, he resigned his commis- 
sion, and took up residence in Portland, 
Oregon, Where he interested himself in 
business and agriculture. When the 
United States entered the World War, he 
made every effort to re-enter the service, 
and, on February 4, 1918, was appointed 
Major, Adjutant General's Department, 
National Army. In this capacity he 
served as Adjutant of the 14th Infantry 
Brigade, 7th Division, at Fort Bliss and 
Camp MacArthur, Texas, and in France. 
In late September, 1918, he was assigned 
to the Decorations Bureau, Personnel Di 
vision, GHQ, AEF, at Chaumont, where 
he remained until June 1919, and in which 
capacity his intimate knowledge of the 
French language was of great value. 

On his return to the United States, he 
served on similar duty in Washington, D. 
©., until December 31, 1920 when he was 
honorably discharged. He then returned 
to Portland, Oregon, where he spent the 
rest of his life; the latter part of it mostly 


oun his farm at Sunnyside, Clackamas 
County, Oregon. 

Major Biddle held medals for service 
in the Indian wars, Spanish-American 


War, Philippine Insurrection, and World 
War. In 1919 he was decorated by the 
French Government with the Cross of the 
Knight of the Legion of Honor. 

Hie was married in 1897 to Margaret 
Alden Burrell, of Portland, Oregon, who 
survives him. His children, all of whom 
survive, are Mrs. Jamieson Varker 
(Margaret Alden), of Portland, Oregon, 
Captain William 8S. Biddle, Cavalry, 
Headquarters Second Corps Area, Gov- 
ernors Island, N. Y., and Mr. Martin Bur- 
rell Biddle, of Santa Barbara, California. 

Interment will be at Arlington National 
Cemetery at 11:00 A. M., on Monday, July

The President's forecast this week of 
a deficit of approximately 4 billions at the 
end of the current fiscal year, has added 
to the belief that during the next session 
of Congress, another fiscal bill will be 
enacted, which will lower the income tax 
exemption base. In his statement compar- 
ing the expenditures and revenue of the 
Government of the last fiscal year with 
those estimated for the current year, the 
President admitted that the business re- 
cession will affect our revenues and that 
they will be materially lower and our ex- 
penditures much greater than was ex- 
pected seven months ago. Collection of 
revenue by the States necessarily will be 
affected as is that of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. For the 12 months ending June 
80, 1937, the Federal, state and local ex- 
penditures are reported at 17 billion dol- 
lars, and their collections at 12.3 billions, 
leaving a total deficit for the year of 4.7 
billions. The growth in the estimated 
deficit of the Federal deficit doubtless will 
be experienced, perhaps to a lesser extent, 
by the States, so that the nation will be 
in the red to a greater degree at the end of 
1939 than it was in 1937. There is only one 
answer to such a condition, and that is 
more taxes, as the President has indi- 
cated, although he also stated that he is 
seeking a method to liquidate roughly 20 
billions of our National Debt. Regarding 
the latter, a great deal of figuring is going 
on in the Treasury. It is denied there will 
be any further devaluation of the dollar, 
but it is pointed out the President has the 
authority to cut it from 59.06% of its 
former gold content to 50%, and this, if 
done, would produce a “profit” of approxi- 
mately 1 billion dollars. Then under what 
is known as the Thomas amendment, a 
provision sponsored by Senator Thomas, 
who, with the endorsement of the Presi- 
dent, has just won in the democratic 
primary in Oaklahoma, the Government 
has the power to issue 3 billions in green- 
backs. Even such steps however, would 
not enable the Treasury to realize the 20 
billions the President is talking about. 
There remains the resort of taxes, and 
that substantial increases will be made 
in them business is anticipating. In the 
meantime, more borrowing by the Treas- 
ury will have to be made, the President 
estimating that this will amount to 2.8 
billions. This, however, will be exclusive 
of other borrowings for federal use, For 
example, the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, which hitherto has been get- 
ting funds for loans from the Treasury, 
has started to do its own financing. It 
offered on Monday an issue of 200 millions 
three year notes, carrying the low interest 
rate of seven-eighths of one per cent. The 
issue was largely oversubscribed. It is 
fortunate the Treasury will continue to 
act as the fiscal agency of the RFC, Other- 
wise, the latter would be an independent 
lending organization, which would bring 
it into competition with the Banks, al- 
ready suffering from too much govern- 
ment restriction. This matter of govern- 
ment competition is to be experienced 
furthur by the Public Utilities. Secretary 
Ickes has made a score of “conditional 
allotments” for municipal power projects, 
to come into effect after a private com- 
pany has been given an opportunity to 
sell out to a city. The Administration is 
satisfied from the reports of the United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistics, that 
when the prices for farm products have 
been equal to or above the level of “other 
than farm products,” the country has en- 





joyed good business. Beginning in the 
spring of 1937, farm prices tumbled, but 
they appear now to have been checked. 
However, the prices of “other than farm 
products,” have not materially altered, 
and the farmer is continuing to suffer 
from this adverse spread. So because the 
Federal July crop reports indicate tre- 
medous wheat and corn crops, the Agri- 
cultural Department is preparing to make 
crop loans to the growers, to add parity 
payments, for which the last Congress 
appropriated 212 millions, and to hold 
referenda on marketing quotas for next 
year. Thus the processes of restriction 
are in operation, and the Agricultural 
Department is hopeful that they will 
cause a rise in prices, and the Adminis- 
tration is hopeful that as a result busi- 
ness will pick up. Unfortunately, wheat 
is a world crop, and its price is subject 
to world influences. This fact must be 
taken into consideration in estimating the 
effect of the loans and parity payments 
to be made.

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Merchant Marine 


Coast Guard and Maritime Commis- 
sion officials are now engaged in the final 
phases of a series of conferences designed 
to lay the groundwork for the training 
of unlicensed merchant marine person- 
nel. No definite date has yet been set for 
the reception of applications for train- 
ing, but it is expected that such applica- 
tions will be received on or after Sept. 
1, 1938. 

For the purpose of carrying out the ad- 
ministrative details of the plan, which 
has been entrusted to the Coast Guard, 
Lt. Comdr., G. EK. MeCabe will be as- 
signed to the Maritime Commission in the 
near future, while Comdr. W. N. Derby 
will handle the details of the project at 
Coast Guard Headquarters. 

It is expected that three training cen- 
ters will be established, one at Hoffmans 
Island, N. Y., one at San Francisco, and 
one at New London, Coast Guard officials 
expect to train about 2,000 men during 
the present fiscal year, and expect to in- 
crease that figure to 3,000 during ensu- 
ing fiscal years. The San Francisco and 
Hloffmans Island centers will be equipped 
with training vessels, while the trainees 
at New London will use Coast Guard 
cutters. The New London base will be 
used for the training of Merchant Ma- 
rine officers.

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Army Adopts New Penal Methods 


The heavy gates of Castle Williams 
which houses approximately 300 inmates 
of the U. S. Disciplinary Barracks on 
Governors Island, were opened to the pub- 
lic Wednesday evening, June 29, For the 
gecond time within recent months, an 
audience of nearly 1000 Army Officers, 
eplisted men and civilians, including wo- 
men and children, sat within the thick 
cireular walls to witness boxing in which 
inmates participated. 

In addition to furnishing a fast show 
with the main card of ten bouts, the eve- 
ning reflected a modern trend in penal 
methods quite different to confinement 
practices over the nation during some 
periods of the Castle’s existance. There is 
an air of age and grim mellowness about 
the antiquated round fortress which is 
not reflected in the spirit of the inmates. 
The 6-foot walls of reddish stone, con- 
structed during 1807 to 1811 to withstand 
cannon fire, great muzzle-loading relics 
of artillery atop the staunch parapets and 
the blanket of ivy on the outside of the 
puilding are contrasted, too, in the atti- 
tude of the present Commandant, Colonel 
Converse R. Lewis, who took command 
last fall. He strives to attain results as 
modern as the Castle is old. He feels that 
confinement should be no mere means for 
society to revenge itself upon offenders. 
Instead, as manifested at the bouts his 
plan is to create a wholesome outlook and 
to prepare inmates to face future prob- 
lems with maximum adequacy. 

In keeping with this thought, the Dis- 
ciplinary Barracks boxing squad has been 
trained by an expert, Philadelphia Jack 
O’Brien, former light heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world who retired undefeated 
in 1912. Starting last December, he took 
two members of the Disciplinary Bar- 
racks guard company into his gymnasium 
in New York. He gave them instruction 
in training methods. Under his super- 
vision during weekly trips to the Castle, 
these two men became trainers for the 
institution squad. , 

The ten fighters who participated in 
the matches showed results of effective 
training. Many of them were novices a 
few months ago, but in the Wednesday 
evening competition against soldiers 
drawn from a number considerably larger 
than the inmate population, the Disciplin- 
ary Barracks boxers, won five bouts, lost 
four and broke even with a draw on an 
other, 

The whole scene is one that would have 
surprised those who think men in confine- 
ment are necessarily a sad and desparing 
group. Inmates lined up around the sec- 
ond and third story tiers were as en- 
thusiastic as college spectators. A 12- 
plece orchestra composed of inmates fur- 
ished rhythmic swing music during the 
‘vening. At the ringside were several ac- 
‘waintances who had helped Mr. O’Brien 
in his training and who had made fre- 
(ent trips to the island to work out with 
the D. B. squad.

They volunteer for the courses on their 
own time. The goal of the Commandant is 
to provide surroundings and influences as 
nearly normal as possible. Special atten- 
tion is devoted to the mess, medical needs 
and fair treatment in general. Large 
recreation rooms with a radio, books, com- 
fortable chairs and magazines are pro- 
vided. Two talking pictures a week and 
one vaudeville performance tend to pro- 
vide relaxation. 

It is into this picture that a larger 
athletic program is being fitted. The im- 
petus given to boxing was Mr. O'Brien's 
contribution, all done out of the spirit of 
generosity for which he is famed along 
Broadway. Under his direction a gym- 
nasium has been built inside the Castle. 
To see the cheerfulness of the inmates, 
to note the cooperation they give in run- 
ning their own institution, to notice the 
consideration displayed by Mr. O’Brien 
and others who helped build the boxing 
show is to admit that there is a spirit of 
kindness, helpfulness and altruism yet 
left in the world. 





British RAF Bombing 


A new military use of aircraft, under 
which uprisings of war-like native tribes 
ure suppressed with little or no loss of 
life by operations of the British Royal Air 
Force in India, is deseribed in a recent 
article by a former officer of the United 
States Army. 

The bombing of native villages on the 
India Northwest Frontier, by the British 
Air Force has been condemned in the 
German press and by American peace or 
ganizations as no different from the 
bombing of civil populations in Spain and 
China by the air forces of Franco and the 
Mikado. From British sources came pre 
testations that their air operations in 
India were “humane” and resulted in the 
settlement of border war-fare with but 
slight loss of life. Writing in the current 
issue of the U. S. Air Services, J, Parker 
Van Zandt, a former lieutenant in the 
American Army Air Service, gives a de 
tailed and interesting description of the 
operation of “preventative air control,” as 
it is called by the British. 

A recent visitor to India, Mr. Van 
Zandt was taken on an air tour of the 
Northwest Frontier by the commander of 
the Royal Air Force in India and had the 
tactics explained to him by the officers 
who use them. Extracts from the article 
follow: 

Open tighting in rough country Introduces 
a severe handicap on aircraft operations. The 
tribesmen are adept at taking cover ins the 
hills. The many caves and huge boulders in 
the narrow ravines and up-ended ridges make 
it easy for hostile groups and snipers to keep 
from being observed during reconnaissance, 
or to evade aerial attack. 

The true function of aircraft under these 
circumstances, and the one which trained ob 
servers feel hus yet to be exploited to its full 
potentialities, is in the fleld of disciplinary, 
or preventive air control 

“Air control” aims at quelling nascent up 
risings or preventing trouble from spreading, 
by substituting disciplinary bombing action 
from the air in place of dispatching Regular 
ground troops, whose presence only unites the 
tribes and invites further trouble. Bombing 
is deliberately directed only against the vil 
lages and fields of the offending tribe never 
against the tribesmen themselves, 

When a tribe has been causing trouble, by 
sniping picquets, raiding, robbery, kidnaping, 
or any number of a long series of possible 
offenses, the first phase of disciplinary action 
is the calling of a jirga, or tribal council 
Government Political Agents meet with the 
headmen and warn them that the depreda 
tions must cease If the outrages still con 
tinue, another jirga is called and disciplinary 
bombing is promised, usually together with 
the imposition of a fine, if they do not comply 
within a fixed time limit. If they are still in 
subordinate, then and only then —is recourse 
had to air control, 

The Air Force is ordered to bomb the rebel 
lious villages. First, leaflets in the tribal 
tongue are dropped, warning the tribesmen 
to evacuate the proscribed villages at the time 
fixed, in order to safeguard their lives and 
those of their women, children and animals 
and not to return until it is safe to do so. 

The towns to be bombed are carefully 
marked on an aerial photographic map of the 
area and given to the pilot, who flles over and 
blows them up. Every bomber also takes a 
photograph as a pictorial record of the actual 
damage done, The villagers take refuge in 
caves, or sit around on the adjoining hills 





during the bombing. Nobody gets hurt; but 





in the eyes of the rebellious tribesmen whose 
homes have been destroyed, the wisdom of 
their malik's leadership is gravely compro- 
mised, Generally they show up promptly with 
whatever penalty has been imposed—a few 
thousand rupees, or a hundred rifles or so 
and the unrest settles down, 

Air control thus takes all the fun out of 
fighting for the Pathan; for he ean't fight 
back, There's nothing in the world the tribes 
man loves more than a good scrap—especially 
when there's a chance to acquire some good 
British service rifles during a surprise night 
attack, 

When the Regular Army columns advance 
into Tribal Territory, the Pathan has a triple 
cause for rejoicing; in the first place the 
troops are non-Muslim and hence accursed in 
fidels; in the second place, they are invading 
the tribesman’s homeland; and—most impor 
tant of all-—it’s a heaven-sent opportunity to 
capture a highly-prized weapon, So what may 
have started out as a small, punitive expedi 
tion against a few irreconcilables ends up 
with the arrival of government forces—as a 
major campaign. 

With the air control, there's no hope of 
looting. The rebellious tribesmen who rally 
around the trouble-makers, like the Faqir of 
of Ipi, get no pay. They even have to provi 
sion themselves. Their only reward is the 
hope of loot- and a good serap. Thus, air 
coutrol is no fun at all for them, 

The air action taken varies, of course, with 
circumstances, Often a mere threat is all that 
is necessary, as in the recent case of the Jal 
hoti tribes who live in an almost inaccessible 
valley up near the Tibet Border. The Political 
Agent had called a jirga to settle some cases 
of robbery and the Jalhoti maliks had refused 
to attend. The authority of Government had 
to be maintained; but it would have taken a 
summer's fighting and ten thousand men to 
get through the hostile passes, at the rebel 
lious tribes, 

The Royal Air Foree settled the trouble in 
twenty minutes. Four planes flew over from 
Peshawar, tliying at 16,000 feet toe clear the 
Pass, and dropped warning leaflets up and 
down the valley. As a result, the two refrac 
tory tribes showed up at the jirga a couple 
of days early and brought two other tribes 
with them that weren't wanted 

Should the destruction of a number of vil 
lages prove insufficient to restore order, re 
course may be had to an economic blockade, 
An area is proscribed and the Air Force be 
comes responsible to see that no one is able 
to work the fields during harvesting, or plant 
The tribesmen take refuge from 
bombing in neighboring caves, 
drive them out into
